EARE, and very worthy Friend, it doth

and built up their building , = RH 1M whence all thiugs doe Originally 
proceed , and whereupon they reſt : namely, ſrom God himſelfe 3 wherce 
by then it is an eaſy matter, to judge what kinde of building and ſtruure 
that is, which ſtandeth onely upon the ſand and mirey Bog of ſelfe-wiſedame, 
opinion and yeaſon z and whether this their knowledge and ſcience be true 
and reall, Or rather a ncck wiſedome, and a vapouring oftentation of 
knowledge, and the ſame of which Saint Paul ſaith, thac it doth not edi- 
ty, bur onely prfte:h up. 

3. Let a man but conſider with himſelfe,whether any can ſpeak really, and 
eſſentially of a rhing, without the true ground thereof , and how he can teach 
aright of nature, and the knowledge thereof without the very Creator of the 
ſame ; and without the kmwledge of H { M that bath founded it.

celigned unto the will of God, then God doth wonders in the Crea- 
rare 3 Fer :itis his pleaſure to manifeſt himſelfe in the weake | in 
the low, mecke and humble mind, ] for the ſtrong is ſtiffe in his owne 
will, and will not refigne and ſurrender it to God He truſteth to 
himſelfe in his owne wit. . 

4. Thus his will is without God, and can doe nothing ; and if he 
chen ſpeaketh of the Being, and will of God, he is a Lyer, for he 
ſpeaketh nor from the ſpirit, and will of God but from his owne 
ſclfe, from his owne weeniug,. and .Conjefare.; In which is meer 
doubt { and uncertainty,albeit he may afleadge, quote, and draw 
never ſo many ſayings of other men according to his'apprehenfion 
to confirme his opjnion and way, ] And hence ariſe, the many di- 
viſions, Comoverins and contentions, about Faith, and divine 
knowledge, that mep goe about to ſeeke God.ifrthir owne will, and 
{kill ; men wovld fing God-in their owne wiky aud heis. n#:Zherein ; 
for he dwelleth 'onely in that will, which refgreth ic lelic up with all 
its reaſon, and skillto H1-M 5 to ſuch an one he giveth reall living 
knowledge, and power 3 to know and underſtand his Being. 

5. Therefore we ſhall be dumb, dark, and hyſtoricall to eyery one 
that is not horne of God; For we are according to the outward 
man in this World and *ccoraing to the inward in Ggd.: the inward 
man borne of God ſpeaketh of the Kingdome of Heaven, and the 
outward, ſpirit produced from the Principle of this World, ſpeaketh 
of this World ; Thereupon one ,mans underſtanding is far other- 
wiſe then another; all, according as every one is Gift ed with Wiſe- 
deme, ſo he apprehendeth, and. ſo he interpreteth. | 

6. Every ane will not, undeiſtand my Writings according to my 
minde;*{ meaning , and opder{landing, | yea perhaps not one : bur 
every one receiveth accarding to his Gifts, for his cdification,and pro- 
fie; according, as the ſpirit, hath its propertie, [ forme, and Idea ] 
mm hit, . ) ; 

7. He that will not ſeeke, thereby, [| robe | a new man, bornein 
God, | or the regeneration in the ſpirit of. Chriſt '] and wholly, and 
unfeignedſy apply himſelfe thereto, Tet him let my Wrirings alone, 
and leave them uncenſured ; I have. written nothing for ſuch a 
Seeker 3 alſo he will not be able, wholly to. underſtand our meaping, 
thongh' hee ' excerciſeth [| and' ſtriverh J, wych aboux ir, 1 
he entreth intothE'Reſignation In Chriſt}, .and there he may obrain, 
and apprehend the ſpirit of the Univerſal, elſe all will be tO, no Pur-

8, Let no man blind-fpld himſelfe in reſpedt of the ſimplicity of 
this hand : for we muſt be Childcen if we will finde the Lilly of the 
holy Plant, and enter into the Kingdome of Heaven ; our defire muſt 
onely be dire&ed in all plaineneſſe, and down-right ſyncerity, unto 
our ficſt Mother azain 3 from whom we are departed in Adam, and 
become Selfiſts; we muſt goe our from, and diſclaim apr reaſon, 
and ſtep inco the obedience of our firſt Eternall Mothep, and theu 
we receive the ſpirit and life of the Mother, and they alfo we know 
her habitation, and her food.

alſo we know, what he is in Hell : alfo we have fet you downe the 
whole ground of the Divine Being ; and alſo of the Creation 
of all things : of that which is Eternal, and of that which is cor- 
ruptible: and how every thing is made, and come ro be as it is, and 
alſo what ir ſhall be afterwards; and: therein lyeth the Key of the

12. The Reader , may perhaps wonder how a plain Lay-man could 
eome to underſtand fuch high things, having never read them, nor 
heard them from any than 3 but 1 tell you, that which you ſee ſet 
down-in my Writings is but a g/imps. of the Myſteries ; a man can- 
not write then : if God ſhall count y worthy to have the light 
enkindled in your ſoul, you would fee, traſt, ſmel, feele, and heare, 
unſpeakable words of God, concezning this knowledge ; and therein 
is the true Theoſo; hicall School of Pentecoſt, where the Soul is taught of 
God ; Ehriſt fac: Mat. 7.7. Seek and you ſhall find, knoch, and it ſhall

other life | might eternally r<joyce and crivumph wich my Brethren, 
and then my labour which here | performe in love rowards them, 
ſhall be well recompenſed;therfore 1 am in good earneſt,ſeeing Chriſt 
faichfully warneth us, Not to hide our Talent under the napkin,or bury it in 
the earth.

thankes from ſome, who love their Belly, more then God and the 
Kingdome of Heaven, yet my wricings have their Gifts, and are for 
their time; for they have a very race pretious and earneſt F Birth, 
and riſcy there is many a noble Roſe: bud conteined in them, which by 
reaſon; of the great darkenefſe in Babel cannot be knowne, and ac- 
knowledged, but there is a Time, whereto'ic belongeth ; according to 
its ſpirit. 

= 'T am verily a fimple man, and have neither Learned, nor after 
this manner, ſoughr after this high Myſtery, nor knew 1 any thing of 
it, I onely ſought the heart of love in Jeſus Chrift and when I had ob- 
tained' that with great Joy of my ſou), then was this Treaſure of Na- 
turall and divine knowledge, opened and given unto me ; where- 
with I have not hitherto proudly prancked and vaunted, bur defired 
from my heart and earneſtly ſought of God,: »hether the time was 
come that this knowledge might be revealed, in the hearts of many : 
concerning which I alſo obtained a very powerfull and Effetuall 
Anſwer, fo that I well know, what I have hinted and fignified in my 
writings.

19. Deare Chriſtians, it proceeds from Gods love towards you ; 
that yon might once ſee the root, and ground of your School content;- 
2n; {| and controverſies of ſcholaftique Reaſon || for many have ſought 
but not at theright place, [ Marke, or Gate, | whence they have 
fallen into contending, diſputing, wrangling, and verball jangling ; 
which hath filled the World, and almoſt quire deſtroyed all brotherly 
Love 3 therefore God calleth you with an higher voice , that you 
might ſee whence all things, both good and evill doe ariſe, and pro- 
ceed Originally, to the end yee ſhould ceaſe from ſtrife, and learne 
to know him, really, and fundamentally 3 . which hath been hid from 
the Time of the World hitherto , and hath been onely revealed in 
the Children of the Saints. 

20+ If you have a deſire and delight to read my Writings, read 
them diligently, and-eſpecially apply your ſelves to the * Centre of all 
Beings 3 and then the Three Principles will be plaine and eafee to you, 
and 1 know and am afjured that it you apprehend the Centre in the 
ſpirit, that it will aftord you ſuch joy as farre ſurpaſeth the joy of the 
whole World ; for the precious * Stone of the-wiſe men lyeth there- 
in, which giveth the certainery, arid reall ground of all things; irc

21. Our Writing, ſtandeth upon the ground of the holy Scripture ; 
and it is no fition or ſtrange invention of reaſon, or a novelty, and 
innovation foyſted in from an Aſtrall inſtigation ; it is zot New, and 
there ſhall alſo be nothing new ſave onely the true knowledge,in the' 
holy ſpirit, of the Being of all Beings 5 we write what the time hath 
brought forth and manifeſted ; and if 'it were not revealed by man, 
yet the Beaſts muſt reveale it, for the time is borne, and there is no 
withholding, the moſt High accompliſheth his worke z my Writings 
are not written for the wiſe-and prudent of this World , for the Fat 
Swine of the Devili, who contemne the light of nature, and walke in

it ſeemes good in his fighr, and ir is well pleafing unto him, to mz- 
nifeſt his might in the weake and fooliſh,as the World accounts thern; 
it is brought 7o pafle for Inſtruftion to the World ; ſecing all live in 
contention, ard will not ſuffer his ſpitit ro draw them ; that they 
might know Gods Kingdome to be within 145 3; now therefore the 
Centre of his Being , and of all Beings, is revealed unto them ; all 
this befallerh us from his gracious Love towards us , to the end we 
might leave oft from the miſerable ſtrife and contention, and enter 
into a brotherly, and childiike Love. | 

23. No ſelfe wit obrainerh the Crown of Gods Myſtery, although 
we write deeply and profoundly thereof, yet the underſtanding is not 
our owne, bar it belongeth to the Spirit of the Mother ; he ſpeaketh 
and expiet{cth by his Children, what he pleaſeth ; hee maniteſteth 
himſelte diverſe manner of wayes, in one farre otherwiſe rhen in a- 
nother ; for his wonderfull wiſedome is an 7nftnite unfathomable 
depth 3 and you need not marvel that the Children of God uſe nor 
all one phraſe and ſtyle; for ro every one is imparted , what he ſhall 
open, and manifeſt in God ; that the grear Myſteries and Wonders, 
which were foreſeen from Eternity,in his wiſedome,might be revealed 
and made knowne. 

24. Every one ſpeaketh from the wiſedome of the Mother, whoſe 
number is infinite and unſearchahle ; bur the Centre or bound- mark, 
is the Heart of God ; they all runne thicher 3 and that is the proofe 
[ or Touch-ſtone | wherevy yau ſhall know whether the ſpirit ſpeak- 
eth from God, or from the Devill ; for the Devill hath alſo a Matrix 
and therein are his Children, who ſpeake alſo from the ſpirit of their 
Mother, from their Selfe, and not from the ſpirit of Chriſt ; for 
they have nor the filiall ſpirir of humility in obedience, and love to- 
wards the Mother, much lefſe towards the Children ; they alſo doe 
not live in the wonders of the Mother, in her humilicy and Pority; 
bur in their owne Conje&ure and conceit, in an Antichriſtian ſhew of 
holineſſe, devout Hypocrifie and pride, and tread, plaine downerighr 
humility, under foor. 

25. Butif we be too hard, and difficult to the Reader ; we doe 
admonith him in Love, that he would pray unto God in the name of 
Teſus Chriſt, for the illumination of his holy Spirit ; that he would 
be pleaſed to enlighten him, for without thar, hee will underſtand 
nothing 3 we write from another Principle 3 no Reader underſtands 
us in'the true ground , unlefle his minde be new borne in God ; 
there is a ſtrong encloſed Fortreſſe before it, chat muſt firſt be open- 
ed 3 and that no man can doe, onely the holy ſpirit is the opener and 
unlocker. 

© 26, Therefore he that will have an open gate into ſuch I" 
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he muſt be Regenerae anew of Chriſt, of Chriſts fleſh and blood, of 
that word which hecame.man, and walke in Gods '7e 3 and then he 
will attain unto the_zight, underſtanding, and eſteem it as a greac 
Jewell, for che minde gives not over till ic comes into the moſt inger 
round. 
2 27. Onely we will faithfully warne the Reader as he loveth his 
own Soul, and paper; : to beware of doubting, unbeleife, and con- 
rempt, leaſt in any wiſe he Daly with the high Myſteries and thereby 
blaſpheme the holy ſpirit of God 3 and his minde become like Lu- 
cifer, when he ſaw the greateſt Myſtery, and the Deity to ſtand in 
ſuch humilicy, he was, oftended, and turned himſelfe from the light 
' of love, and entred into the ſtrong might of thefire, and would in 
his owne wit, and cunning craft, Lord it over God ; quite contrary 
j to the right of eternity : God ſhould be ſabjeR to him 3 he would 
be a former in nature, and rule the magicall ground, as a peculiar 
Lord, and Artiſt , he would play and (yore with the Centre of the 
' Tranſmutation of the propercies z and doe all things, as he liſted and 
pleaſed, and deſpiſed Gods love and humilitie, and therefore he was 
caſt out of his owne creaturall place into the eternall darkenefſe into 
the 4byſſe of the Auſtere Fiat, and there he muſt remaine to his E- 
ternity, had he but imagined into the light of the majeſty, as the 0- 
ther angelicall Thrones : he had ſtill been an Angel! : bur he went 
himſelfe out of Gods love into the anger, thus now he is a Devill, 
Viz. An Enemy of Gods love and all holy Angels : for in lovegneck- 
netle, aud humility, confiſteth the Kingdome of Heaven, and che An- 
gelicall World, and the power of the heart of God. 

28. But thar ſclfe-reaſon which without Gods ſpirit is onely let- 
ter-learned doth taunt, cavile, and contemne, all that doth not 
punQually agree, and conform to the Cannons,Rules,and Inſtitutions 
of the Vniverſities , and high Schooles, 1wonder not : for it is 
from withoot, ( Lur Gods ſpirit is from within) it is good and evill : 
it paſſeth like the wind and is driven too and fro ; it efteemes mans 
Judgement : and zocording as the high and Great ones who have the 
reſpe& and authoricie of the World doe judge and cenfure, juſt ſo it 

ives its credit, and verdi&, it knoweth not.the minde of the Lord, 


r the ſame is not mt: its underſtanding is from the Stars, and 'tis 
in compariſon to the 


nothing elſe but a counterfeit ſhadow of P 
divine wiſedome. 

29. Altheugh the Children of God have notall one gift, ſtile, and 
forme of expreſſion, C for knowledge is manifold : ) yet it be- 
hooveth us to try their heart and will : now when we finde thar they 
ariſe and ſpring from one Centre, namely from the ſpirit of Chrift ; 
we ſhould of right reſt ſatiſfyed on the Centre, and commend the 
cxprefon to the Higheſt * Topgne, Vize To the ſpirit of gy 4 
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dome, which through the wiſedome doth open, and reveale to every 
one, in his eternal ſouliſh Conſtelationaccording tothe manner, and 
meaſure as he pleaſeth, therefore it is a very-unjuſt and wachriftian 
coulc, for the Antichriſt to rage, and rave, reproach, and revile, 
when the gifrs of God doe appeare in a diverſc manner in men, 
having notall one knowledge : what can a nanTeceive, unleflethe 
ſame be borne in him? 

30. Judge no man, for the proud cenſure and falſe bablings of 
reaſon, where men contemne and condemne the gifts of the ſpirit, 
and onely looke upon the bare controverſy, and diſpate about the 
Letter [| Exchavging Scripture for Scripture 3 ] is onely Babel, a 
Mother of ſpirituall whocedome, where reaſon would alwayes faine 
be the faireſt Childe in the houſe ; men muſt honour and adore it. 

31. The ſpitit of God himſelfe judgeth, all chings 3 if that be in 
us, why we then amuſe and Captivate our minds with fach 
prating ? ſhould we not much rather rejoyce at the gifts of our Bre- 
theren : if they have had other gifts ro exprefſe then we ; ſhonld we 
therefore judge them ? doth any hearb floweror tree ſay unto the 
other, thun art ſowre'and nalovely, I will-aort fland by thee ? have 
they not all one Mother wheace they grow ? even ſo all ſoules pro- 
cecd from dne 3 and all men from one, why then doe we bouft and 
glory tobe the Children of God 3 notwithſtanding that-we are more 
unwiſe, then the flowers and hearbes of the field. Is it not ſo with us ? 
doth nor God impart, and reveale his wiſedome to us diverſly, as he 
bringeth forth and maniſeſteth the Tin#ure of the Myſtery in the 
Earth wich fair Plants and flowers; even foin wu men ; we ſhould 
rather congratulace , and heartily love one another, that God re» 
vealeth his wiſedome ſo varioully m os ? 

32. Therefore know, he that judgech and condemneth in a wick- 
ed way, and runs on in pride to ſhew himſelfe, he is rhe Opreſſour in 
Babel [ The great hunter, the mighty Nimrod ] a * perverſe ftick- 
ler that ſtirreth vp contention, and firife : a trae Chriſtian hath 
contention with none in. reference to the different Gifts ; he can 
unite and reconcile them all in himſelfe, he brings them only unto the 
Centre, and there he hath the Touchſtone of all things [_ and can 
rightly diſtingaifſh ber» eene good and evill : ]. here deare Brethren 
lyeth- the Pearle, the Grand Myftery, and withoct this,allSecking 
and Searching is dead, end obtaines-not the Virgins Crowne | The 
Pearl of Sophia } but onely Thornes and Briers, that ſting and gall the 
Children of God. 

4. The Toxchſtone of knowledge, is firſt the trne Corner-ſtone 
Jeſs Chriſt : that man may fee whether a'thing proceed from love, 
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ſought and deſired? or whether it proceed out of pride, [| and a 
fingular Phariſaicall ſcorn; ] Secondly it is the holy Scriprures, the Bi- 
blez Aud thirdly, it is the heart and Soul of man, Wherein the Beok of 
Gods lite is tmprinted, and incorporate ; and it may very well be 
read by Gods Children ; whete then the upright ſyncere mind hath 
its Touchſtons ,in it ſelfe, and is able to diſtinguiſh and difterence all 
things aright. If the holy ſpirit dwel'eth in the gronnd of the minde; 
Man hath a ſufficient Touchſtone 3 The ſame will lead him into all 
truth. 

35. Deare Chriſtians, conſider this aright, become members of 
 Chiiſt: and grow as living Branches, in the tree of Chriſt ; Read 
with deligence and Obſervation The Epiſtles of Paul : and ſee how 
we muſt cater into the ſuftering and death "of Chriſt, and dye from 
the old Earthly man, and Rep into an upright love and Unity. 

36. For ſure and undovubred it is; that there is no ſpirit of Chriſt in 
contention, and contempr 3 in diſputing, and diſpifing one another; 
but onely a Painted Image and repreſentation of Phancy without 
life and knowledge. Conſider that we are Branches in one onely 
Tree 3 the ſame Tree is Chiift, and God is Chriſts Tree. 

37. Why doe we then contend fo much abour knowledge 3 
knowing is not alone the way unto Salvation !
